FowdQi' and eift tJio 
whole, and mix in a maea with eyrap ormolasiseB. 

HIera Flora. — Take of aloes 1 ok., canella alba 4 oz., best giii- 
gei' and pimento, each J oz. Fowdsr, mix and sift. 

Hull's PhyEic—Take of myiTh, cinnamon, maoo, cloves, saf- 
fron, and gingoi', each 1 oz., aloes 8 oz., sai nitre 3 oz. Powder, 
mix and sift. Doee | draclim. Good in cholio, &c. 

Hooper's Female Pills.— Taka of aloes 8 oz., sulphale of iron

Rub the otto with the sugai' and magneaa, and add graduaily Jh9 
water and alcohol, previously mixed, and filter the whole Uirongh 

TootJl Powdsr.— Take of cuttia fish bone, 2 ounces; freali 
onis root, 4 ounces; crearaoftartai, 1 ounce; drop lalce, 3 drachms; 
oil of cloves, 16 diops. Powder, mix, aud sifL 

Tyrian Hair Dye. — For coloring tba hair, whiskers, &c. a 
beaulifnl blacii. It will not wear oft; soil the linen, or color ihe 
skin, as hundreds can testify. It has also been used successfully in 
colonug furs. 

Likewise for placing black spots on white horses, aud removing 
white spots fi'om black horses.

To Dye a Madder Hed.~For each pouud of cloth, soak tialf it 
pouud of madder in a brass kettle over night, with euffioient worm 
watoi' lo cover the ololli you intend to dj'e. Next morning put iu 
two ounces of ■madder compouml tor every pound of madder. Wet 
your cloth and w/lng it out in dean water, then put it into the dye. 
Place the kettle ovei' the fii'o and Ijriiig it elowly to u scalding heat, 
vrhioh will take about half an hour; keep at this heat half an hour, 
if a light red is wanted, and longer iS a dark one, the color depeiid- 
ins on die time it remains in tlie dye.

To Dye a fine Scarlet Red. — Bring to a boilins; heat, in a braes 
kettle, sufficient soil, water to cover the SoUi you wish to dye; then 
add !§ OS, o'eam of tartav for every pound of cloth. Boil a minute 
or two, add two oz. Lac Bi/e and one oi. Miidder Compaimd (both 
previonsiy mi«od in an earUien bowl,) boil five minnfeB; now welthe 
cloth in warm water, and wring it out and put it in the dye; boil the 
whole nearly an hour, take the cloth out and rinst it ill clear cold 

To 3Dye a Permanent Bine. — Boil the cloth in a bi'see kettle for 
an hour, in a Eolutjon containing five parts of ainm and three of tai'- 
lar for everj- 32 parts of cloth. It ia then to be thrown into wann 
wator, previouely mixed with a greater or loss propoilion of CAeniio 
Bbio, according to the shade the cloth is mtended to reoeive. In this 
water it must bs boiled tUl It has acquired the desired cAot. 

To Dye a Gkeen.— For every pound of clolli add3J oz. of alum 
and one pound of fustic Steep (not boil) till the sti'snglJi in oat; 
soak Hie cloth till it acquires a good yellow, then remove the chips, 
and add the Ckemic I&ai by degrees, till you have the desired color. 

Yellonr Dye. — FusUo, tumeric powder, saffron, barberry-bush, 
pHHch loaves, or marigold flowers all make a yellow dj'o. Sst the 
dye with alam; a piece the size of a small nutmeg to each quai-t of 

Qalmon Oolor is made by boiling annatto or otter in soapsuds-

The corner ones are 
thinner. At sii year's old, this black cavity is obtilerated in the two 
fi-oiit lower nippaiy.

Tlie 
horse is now said to be aged, Tlio cavities ui the nippers of tht 
up])er jaw are not oblUeraled till the hoi-se is about ten yoars old, 
alter whjcii lime the tushes become i-ound, and the iiippoi's project 
and change their surface.

Blood Letting:. — lu all cases roquiring general blood -letting, the 
jugulai- or groat vein of the neck is the best to bleed from. A iajj- 

the bifurcation of the vein; or four from the angle of the jaw. lu 
all cases of inflamation, bleed from a large oiifioe, for in these cases, 
one quail drawn quickly wiU do more good than toree quarts whan 
it flows slow. In piuaingnp the oriSce, septate the slon as little as 
possible from the vein, lest tha blood extiavasate and causa sweUing 
and inflammation; and if the ueck is to bo washed, be careful not to 
wet llie punclilrod pail, and Ue the lioree up for an hour afterwards. 
1 place vei7 little depeudanoe on the appeamuca of blood after bleed- 

tem and the propriety of repeating the ojieratiou, i^iiico I find that 
flie testure and quauljly of serum, or bully appearance, in a great 
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iiiBasnro depends ou the maiinar in which it is drawn, wheUier quick 
or slow, whe^ier iuto a deep or shallow vessel, and on the leugtli of 
time it is allowed to stand. Bleeding is necssaaiy in everj- cans oS 
Joaai or intarnid disease, except whei-e (hero is a disohai-ge of matter 
or neat debiUty. It is uasfiil also ss u preventive an tiking horses 
up from grass, or when they appeal' dull and heavy, and indiftarent 
about feeding; in these cases, five or elk quarts may be talcen from 
an ordinary ailed horse; but in all cases of fever and hiflammation, 
bleed till the pulse rise, andlet its sofbiesa, not qnanii^ drawn, decide 
vflien enough; and the animal's strength and urgency of the symp- 
toms, not the blood's appearance, iha necessity of repeating it. A 
horse may be bled in the toe with advantage for inflammation of the 
foot, and straiijs of the leg and coffin joint; but all other local bleed- 
ing, as in the month, eye, plate or thigh veins, is not only useless 
but dangerous. Cattle require a hgatuie ou the neck in order to stirt 
the vein. Sheep are commonly bled in the eye vein. 

RonrelB and Setooa. — Their object is to promote a diacha ge of 
maUer from any particular part, and keep up an irritaUon them the 
latter is a good remedy for epavins, splenle, strains, and chrun c 
tumors. When used with a view of relieving internal mflammatiju 
or fever, it is requisite to dress with No. IS instead of No 18 Never 
place H rowel in a swelling. 

OlyBtering snould almaya ba preceded by back-rakine, which 
Dousisls in oiling oite hand and aim, and passing them up the funda- 
ment, and by that means to remove all the diuig balla that can be 
reached. The laige pewter S3'ringe for clysteiing, is neither a useful 
or safe machine. A much better consists in a turned box pipe, to 
which may ba alleehcd a lai'ge, pig or o;r bladder, by which four or 
five quarts of liquid can be administered at one time.

FomentatioQB. — In fomenting a part, keep it always covered, 
and when finished, dry It well, or evaporation will do more harm than 
the fomentation did good.

It is soft end moderate in ita action when the horse 
ie in health, being about 36 heats in a minute. During intlB.m!nB.- 
tion the pulse is hard, aod like a. cord lo the finger; it is likowisB 
quick.ia propor^on lo the force of the dtasBse.

— The 
above artJde has bB6u oxtonsively used in England, fov Bomo yeoja 
piLiit, and when usjsd in a propor inaaner lias giron parfect saiisfao- 
tbi), — aa by Ills propar ueb of the Soda for washing, mucli labor is 
BEved, and the clolhes look much whiter tlian when washed in the 
usual manner pracliaed heretofore ihrongh the country 

Directions for Making the Mixture for Washing. — Talse S 
gallona of soft water, add half a gallon of lime walOT, one pint and a 
iiiilf of soft Boap; or halt a pound of hard soap, and two ounces or 
two table-spoonsfiil of Sal Soda. 

Method of Washing with the above Mixture, — Soak the 
clothas over night if very dirty — at any rale wet them thoroughly 
bofore putting uiem into the mixtm-o; when the mixture is at bailing 
Ileal, put ia the elothos that have been soaked or wot,' merely mb- 
Ijiiig snch pails with a Utile soap as are usnally soiled, boil them one 
hour, thon talie them out and drain Uiem, rinse them tliovonghly in 
wann water, then linse them m indigo water, aa usual, aiid they are 
lit for drjing.

Should any 
por'ifon wish to miie a qnaiiljly of the Lime water, tiiey can do so, 
liilting of lime and water the proportions as directed above, keeping 
it it) a stone jar ready for use. 

For making Soap. — Take of hard soap 3 pounds, raia water 4 
quarts, Sal. Soda half pound; oi- talta of soft soap 2 gallons, rain 
water 6 quarts, Sal. Soda <Hie ponnd. 

For making a harder Soap. — Tako of hard soap one pound, 
rain water one giJlon, sal, soda half pound, enper. carbonate soda 9 
ounces, a small qnanlJty of sail, about a table-spoonful to be added 
while boiling. All of the above are to be boiled until they assume a 
]H't>per coneistence and color. By adding to either of the above while 
boiling, a htUe Utne loatcA' will improve thoin. 

To Destroy Flies. — To one pint of milk, add a quaj-tor of a 
pDUMd of raw sagai-, and two ounces of giwmd popper, smnior 
lliem togelher eight or ten miunlos, and place it about in shaiiow 
dishes; the flies attack it greedily, and in a few moments are suffo- 
caiod. By this method, kilchons &c. may be kept clear of flies all 
summer milhont Ihe danger attending poison.

How to Fievent Cholera and other Oontagioua Dlaeases. — 
Put into a email strong glesa via], wilt a well ground Btoppar, 46 
ffrains of black onida of mansBiiBse in coarsa powder; to which add 
thEeo-foorthB of a lea-apoanfql of filcong niti'io acid, and an equal 
quantity of Btroug hydrooliloric (mariatio) acid. The stopper istheu 
to ba replaced, aud the whola to be sacnied by euclosme the no! m a 
Btrong wooden box with a cap which screws down to keep the stop- 
per s^e. 

The mixture should not occupy more than one-third of the vial. 
When need in a aick chaniliBi-, or other place of iafeolion, the yial 
should be opened at arms-length until the smelt of the chloi^ue is 
perceived. 

The Ziead Tree. — Put into a clean glass globe or decanter, one- 
half ounce of sugar of lead in powder, aud fill with soft water.

Method of DetecUno; the Adulterattoua of Tea.— The fol- 

ftien<S who love good tea. As, howerer, we do not now keep teas 
for sole, we cannot be uccn^ud bv dtalvre in the article, of an attempt 
to direct the public attention to out teas. When teas are very high, 
as at tlie pi«sent time, large qnaiitities of spnriolis tea is thrown iuto 
market; and those witlionl the means of detecting il, seldom suspect 
theflraud. 

The adulteratiofl of tea maybe evinced by comparing the liotBni- 
eal characters of the leaves of the two respective b^es, and by sub- 
mitting them to a few chemical tests. The shape of the leaf is slender 
and narrow, the edges are deeply serrated or logged, and the end or 
extremity is acutely pointed. The lexluje of the leaf ia very delicato. 
its surface smooth and eiossy, and its color is a lively pale green. 
The white thorn, or spurious leaf is more rounded, and is obtusely 
pointed. The serratiires or jags on the edges are not as deep, the 
surface of the leaf is more uneven, the texture not as delicate, and 
the color is a dark olive green. These chai-acters of course can be 
observed only after the i&ied leaves have been suffered to macerate 
in water for about twenty-four hours. 

The leaves of some sorts of tea niav differ in size, but the shapo 
ia the same in all of them; because all 'Die different kinds of tea im. 
ported fiom China, are the product of one species of plant, and tba 
difTcrence between the green and black teas depend chiefly on ths 
climate, soil, culture, ajre and mode of diying the leaves. 

Spurious black lea. slightly moisteiiel, when rubbed on a sheet ol 
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white paper, imparts a bluish black Etaiii. and when Ihrowii into cold 
water, speedily imparts the same color, which instantly becomes red- 
dened by B few drops of SulpliDtic Aciit. 

Genuine tea produces an amber colored infusion, which does not 
iMCOine reddened by Sulphuric Acid. 

Moch of tile spurions tea is colored wiUi the carbonate of copper 
(a poieonoifc substance) and not with verdigiia or co])pera3 as sotnp 
have supposed, as Ijiey would iustauliv turn Ibo lea black. 

Tea rendered poisonous by earbonale of eoj>per speedily tniiiail* 
lo liquid ammonia a fine sopphrins blue tinge. It is only"neoea?ar)' 
to shake in a vial for a few minutes, a leas)ioonfD] of the suF{iectcc) 
leaves, with about a leaspoonnil of liquid ammonia, diluted with hnif 
its bulk of water. The superuatant liquid will exhibit a fine hhie 
color, if the minutest quantitv be present- 
There are many other tests fof the detection of these frauds but 
they are too complicated for any but Iho chemist to ailempi their 
application. 

OoSee. — If yoD would have good coffee, you must bnv it in the 
raw state, and roast and grind it yonrsalf. Raw coftee should have 
a greenii^h yellow colo]-. It luoxl not be mouldy nor worm eaten. 
The French roast aud grind llieir daily supply of co^e every morning, 
and the consequence is, that they are never put to the disagreeable 
necessity of swallowing tho weak, vapid, muddy and unwholesome 
liquor which the Americans niisnome)' cofTee. Roodted coffee rap- 
idly loses itM most valuable properties, eveu when not ground; but it 
loses them with exceeding rapidjtv if gronnd and then exposed lo the 
Mr. When the volatile oil of lasted coflee has flown away, the 
solid residue is utterly nnnbio to communicate lo hoi water, the 
smullcsl proportion of nnv useful properly. There is no nourish- 
ment in coffee; it is volualiSo tor its ipirit alone; and this spirit the 
French and all sensible people take particular caie to preserve. But 
of these iinportaut facts the cooks and housewives of America are 
utterly ignoi'uil, or knowing, wilfully disregard tliem. 

The operation oT ranstiug cofiee is very simjile. It conststs in 
slowly laming a tin plale cylinder containing coffee, over a gentle 
fire. The operation is conlinned until the co&^e assumes a bright 
chesnui color, and acquires a fiesh fragrantodor. 

If von cannot roast your own coffee, joa should at any rale grmd 
iU 'fhe grinding is still less difficult to do than the roasling. A 
day's supply of coffee can be ground in a minute. I have already 
told you that gronnd coffee loses it4 goodness with great rapiditj', and 
you may readily infer tlience, that the coffee which is kept ready 
ground at the grocers is not good ior much. But this is not the only 
thing to be thought of. When yon buy coffee in tho slate of berries, 
you are sure that you got coffee; but when you buy a frroion pomder 
from the grocer, how can you satisfy yourself that the powder con- 
sisla of coffee?

Ink is also decomposed 
by soap and sodaused'in washing, which deprive it of ilacomponent 
acid, bat leave the peroxyde of iron, commonly called iron mould, on 
Ihe Uneii.

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Boluble in eicear of oxalic acid, It is eviilanl that ita application will
